This project is now considered one half complete. Five agents have been 
infiltrated into the Latvian 33R and two of tiiese are. considered to be 
, operating successfully since they have reported recruitments of four 
v;ell-placed resident agents. The two, AECiUidSO/2 and AECA!';BAiiO/2, iiave 
coide together. In late 19':^h they started to exfiltrate tiiroug’n tlie 
Kai'elo -Finnish 33R but biie atteiapt failed. They returned to Latvia and 
this fall another exfiltration attempt, approved by the DCI after an 
analysis of trai'fic revealed no evidence of control, was made. This failed 
V7hen the agents did not appear at tiie rendezvous point. A maritime exfil- 
tration is now being planned. The Division anticipates that it will no 
longer be necessary to dispatch iiSDSOX agents into Latvia if the exfiltration 
is successful. The assets presently in place will be encoui*a-ed to enlarge 
their activities and develop and expand carefully compartmented nets. Ah 
operational container containing technical equipment, money, drugs and 
documentation will be air dropped. Contact with AECAiTUSO/3 v/ill be maintained, 
although he is believed controlled, in hopes that he will be allowed to live 
indefinitely. 

5. pjVhLUATION : Fourteen reoorts were received and disseminated during the 

period March 195h through June 1955* Seven evaluations by ORrt, Army and 
the Air Force indicated that die infoxvaation was of value but generally 
too vague and lacking in detail, rtji' requests, althougli the project is 
at present primai-ily operational, that the A)?, GOB so'urces be briefed on 
the importance of obsei'ving and reporting as much specific detail as 
practicable.
